SUMMARY 

« As part of Canada’s $2.65 billion climate change pledge, the Department received $35 
million to reduce emissions of SLCPs, of which $10 million will be provided to the Climate 
and Clean Air Coalition (CCAC) Trust Fund; to support the phase-down of 

hydrofluorocarbons (MFCs) under the Montreal Protocol, and! for bilateral 

mitigation initiatives in key partner countries.

Mexico and Chile in implementing their nationally determined contributions (NDC) throu^ 
initiatives in the oil and gas and waste sectors. 


CONTEXT AND CURRENT STATUS 

As part of Canada’s $2.65 billion climate finance pledge, the Department is implementing a $35 
million program to address SLCPs. This includes $10 million to the CCAC; to 

support the phase-down of HFCs under the Montreal Protocol; and for bilateral 

mitigation initiatives, of which $14 million will be provided to support Mexico and Chile in 
implementing their NDC through methane abatement projects in the oil and gas and waste 
sectors. 
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
